The cases will contain artifacts such as campaign memorabilia, Governor Alexander's campaign signature 
plaid shirt, a pair of boots he used in his walk across Tennessee, the key to the Executive Office mailed to 
Governor Alexander by Governor Blantbn, the 1 982 acceptance speech, and an assortment Homecoming 
'86 memorabilia. 

Depending on the venue, high security items, such as Mrs. Alexander's inaugural gown and a study 
painting for the Governor's official portrait, might be included. — 

The two touch screens will present an in-depth look at the Alexander gubernatorial years, through a 
digital program developed by Vanderbilt University.
